42. of Morley , faced a 
coroner’s jury cf six men Satur­ 
day afternoon in the Smith Funeral 
Home at Oran and retold the story 
under the questioning of Thomas 
Arnold, assistant prosecuting at­ 
torney and with some elaboration 
of the details. 
At the conclusion of her testi­ 
mony . the j u r y returned a verdict 
that “ We the jorors find that Clar­ 
ence M. Johnson met his death 
by a shotgun wound fired

The coroner’s jury was empanel­ 
led by order of Coroner Cly de Poe 
and included Bill Goetz, Frank Ef- 
tink.

No Witness t ’sed 
Three witnesses in addition to 
Mrs. Johnson had been summon­ 
ed—Ralph Isaacs, Mrs. A. A. Gad- 
borrv and Orval Carter, all of Mor­ 
ley and neighbors of the Johnsons 
—but only Mrs. Johnson testified. 
Before she testified Thomas M ar­ 
shall, assistant prosecutor, warned 
| her that any thing she might say 
could be later used against her 
• that she was entitled to have coun­ 
sel and. also, that she did not have 
to tell her stor.v unless she wanted 
¡to. 
The coroner's jury . Thomas 
[pointed out, was there solely to 
determine how the deceased came 
| to his death and to decide whether 


j a felony was committed and not 
to render any verdict as to the 
¡guilt or innocence of any one con­ 
nected with the case. 
Following the customary routine 
questions as to whether the deceas­ 
ed was her husband and the time 
of the shooting, Arnold, asked Mrs.

Wo rried Abo ut Debts 
Later, she didn’t know what time 
it was she said, but it was dark 
¡and she supposed it was some­ 
where' about 4 a.m. he woke her 
I again and told her he was wor­ 
ried—that he had so m any debts 
he could never get them paid 
The shotgun, later used to kill 
him. slu* said, was ly y ng across the 
foot of the bed. She* claimed he 
| had brought the gun into their bed- 
i room 
from 
the children’s room 
¡where it was habitually kept but 
she didn't know when he had gone 
and gotten it. 
Mrs. Johnson said her husband 
said, “ Polly , y ou’ll have to kill m e 
j because I owe so much 1 can’t get 
out. 
“ I told him, ‘I can’t do it’. 
“ He said, ‘You have to do it’ and 
then I ran out the front door." 
She said she called for help but 
nobody answered and that then he 
caught her and brought her back 
into the bedroom. 
“ When we got back in the house” 
she continued, “ he picked up the 
gun and gave it to me and then 
showed me how to shoot it. 
“ I never had shot so much as a 
firecracker” 
she 
said,

Shi' 
didn’t examine him. she went on 
and figured the wound must have 
been in his back. 
She thought, she said, she might 
get him to the hospital and she, 
continued “ I wasn’t mad at him." 
Asked if she and her husband 
quarrelled much she said they did 
not have any too big fusses.

Poe 
asked 
about the 
shotgun and she said they were in 
the habit of loading it every night 
and keeping it in the bedroom be­ 
cause ‘someone had been stealing 
our gasoline’ and that in the morn­ 
ing the gun would be unloaded and 
kept in the children’s room. 
One of the jurors asked whether 
Clarence Johnson had struck her 
when, as she claimed, he caught 
her on the porch and took her 
back in the house just before he 
was shot and Mrs. Johnson said he 
did. Asked if he was in the habit 
of hitting her she replied, "Yes. 
and I’ve got two broke ribs from 
a fight a week or so ago.”

they vote in the marketing quota 
¡referendum tomorrow j 
Farm ers will not be voting for 
or against acreage controls, as al­ 
lotments will be in effect in 19 54 
regardless of how farmers vote. 
The choice before farmers when 
they 
vote on 
marketing quotas 
essentially is whether or not they 
want 9 0 per cent or 50 per cent 
of parity price support for 19 54. 
If more than one-third of the 
I votes are against quotas, the price 
¡support level automatically drops 
to 50 per cent of parity . 
If two-thirds 
or 
more of the 
farmers voting approve quotas, the 
price support level will be contin­ 
ued at 9 0 per cent of parity . 
The farm ers’ decision at the polls 
in ail probability will mean either 
18-cent 
cotton or 35-cent cotton 
ni xt y ear. 
If farmers 
disapprove 
quotas, 
they will, at the same time, be 
eliminating any chance for an in­ 
crease in the 19 54 acreage allot­ 
ments. 
If farmers approve quotas by the 
necessary majority , there is a rea- 
i sonably good chance that 19 54 acre­ 
age allotments will be increased. 
Farm ers who overplant their al­ 
lotments under marketing quotas 
will be penalized half the value 
of parity on all overplantings - 
about 17 cents per pound. 
If marketing quotas are voted 
down, the farm er who stay s with­ 
in his allotment will receive price 
support of 50 per cent of parity . 
If he exceeds his allotment he will 
have no price support at all.

He said it was the aim o f the 
European Defense Community

bring Germany and France

fighting. 
Failure to ratify the treaty , he 
said, will require America to make 
“ an agonizing reappraisal” 
o f tta 
policies toward Europe. 
“ If the European 
natio ns decide 
to commit suicide,” he said, ‘‘they 
may have to commit it alo ne.” 
The warning from 
America was 
delivered to the news 
co nference 
in a voice much stronger 
than that 
in which he had outlined the

He said it was the American 
policy to cooperate

A woman born and reared in 
rural Jackson County was remin­ 
iscing: “My mother and I return­ 
ed from a shopping trip in Kan­ 
sas City where we had gone to 
i buy the clothes I needed to go to 
boarding school—Woodland College 
at Independence—in the rain. We 
found the house filled with people. 
The creek just east of our house 
had overflowed and there was no 
way 
for them 
to get across. 
“ I don't know how my mother 
managed, but some way she fed 
and bedded the entire crowd. In 
fact it was nothing unusual for 
people to come to our house and 
stay a day, a week, a month and 
sometimes all sum m er long. Guests 
were given the best of every thing.” 
In the farm home of that day, 
I whoever came was welcome for 
food and bed as long as he wished 
to stay. This generosity was often 
taken advantage of by people who 
had little claim on the hospitality 
cf the farmer. 
“ My boy is spending too much 
•time playing with I don’t know 
who under the street lam ps,” one 
man told a farm er friend. “ I’m 
going to send him out to your 
place to spend the sum m er.” 
This he did, and the boy liked it 
so well that he w’rote to one of his 
friends to come down to the farm. 
It did not seem to surprise the 
farm er that the friend came, or 
that the parents of both boys often 
rode out to spend week ends to 
see how the boys were getting a Ion*, 
Food was 
not 
so expensive in 
those days, and the farm er would 
have considered it an insult if any 
remuneration had been offered. 
A Limit Is Reached 
But one farm er was taxed be­ 
yond endurance. 
His house was 
crowded when two cousins showred 


up to spend the summer. They 
were no favorites of his. Things 
moved so smoothly in this partic­ 
ular heme that one of the self- 
invited guests went a step too far. 
She informed her hostess that farm­ 
ers ate so much earlier than city 
1 folks, she would like to eat about 
two hours later and have her break- 
! fast served in bed. 


Friend husband “blew his top.” 
The lady, much insulted, decided 
she would go to another cousin’s 
where they were “ more consider­ 
ate.” Evidently she had learned her 
lessens, for when she made the 
move she ate when the family ate 
and made no comments. Sometimes 
the district school teacher boarded 
around, staying so many weeks at 
one home and so many at another 
free “bed and board” being part of 
the contract. Other times she spent 
the entire w’inter as the ‘free guest’ 
of one farmer. Sometimes she paid 
a dollar week, running up in later 
years to as much as S3 a week. 
This price included a lunch packed 
by the teacher or hostees, as a- 
greed. 
One woman swears that she slept 
on a pallet more often than any 


other place so visitors could have 
her perfectly good bed. “ As a child, 
I resented this, but my saintly 
mother shamed me for being so 
selfish and I get no sympathy when 
the visitors high-hatted m e.” 
“ How is he going to live un­ 
less we give him patronage?” the 
farm er asked when the traveling 
tailor caused his wife to mourn. 
So he was allowed to stay in his 
home, make ill-fitting tailored suits 
take m any days off when he was 
too sick to w'ork, and even stay 
on tc m ake clothes for other people 
while comfortable located. 
Cattle Buyers Favored 
Cattle buyers were favorites with 
the younger members of the farm 
household. They were invariably 
courteous and appreciative. They 
were full of stories, always had 
“lots” of money and brought gifts 
to the children. Their visits were 
lcoked forward to with delight by 
the boys and girls. 
There were always two or three 
families in every community who 
entertained the preacher. 
There 
were sometimes one, sometimes 
two “ preaching Sundays” a month. 
The preacher came Saturday and

stayed until Monday, except the 
times when protracted meetings 
were held. At those times he stay­ 
ed the duration of the meeting. 


One home was built to accom 
modate three types c.f sleepers. 
There were three distinct stairways 
One led up from the front hall 
and was known as the parlor stair. 
The rooms it served were separ­ 
ated by a wall from the family- 
sleeping rooms, which were reach­ 
ed by a stairway leading from the 


living room. The third stairway led 
from the kitchen into the rooms 
occupied by the servants. So guests, 
family and servants were separat­ 
ed as effectually as the various 
dwellers in an apartment building 
arc today. 


It was part of the well-to-do farm ­ 
er’s plan to build his house, lay in 
provisions and instruct his chil­ 
dren so that hospitality was an ac­ 
cepted part of his living.

NATIONAL STOCK YARDS, ILL. 
Dec. 12. — Advancing for the fifth 
straight week, the hog m arket push­ 
ed to a new December high in six 
years, according to the Producers 
Live Stock Marketing Association. 
Net advance for five days was 50 
to 75 cents and Friday’s top of 
$25 cwt. figured $7.85, or 45 per 
cent above a year ago. Wholesale 
pork prices advanced in sympathy 
with higher hog costs. 
An early December rise in hog 
prices, which is contrary to the 
seasonal trend, results from con­ 
servative 
marketings 
stemming 
from the smallest 1953 pig crop in 
five years. Many hogs, moreover, 
went to m arket earlier than usual. 
Also, some feeders are holding ani­ 
mals until after January 1 when 
lower income tax scheduled go into 
effect. 
With returns extremely favor­ 
able, hog production is now being 
increased, although this is not ex­ 
pected to show up in m arket sup­ 
plies before mid-1954. 
Receipts of cattle during the week 
are burdensome for a cautious 
demand and sales proved barely 
steady to 50 cents or more lower 
except for replacement stock and 
canner and cutter cows w’hich held 
steady. Calf prices were stabilized 
throughout the period under re­ 
view. 
Choice steers for the week bulk­ 
ed at $21.50 to $23.50: good and 
low choice $18.50 to $21; commer­ 
cial and low good $15 to $18. A top 
of $24.75 was obtained by the Pro­ 
ducers for two cars of average 
choice 1080 lbs. beeves from Cass 
County, 111.

Dulles Says 
Europe Alone 
If War Conies 


Calls for Nations 
To Forget- Past 
For Army Treaty 


PARIS i/P* 
Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles warned a North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization coun­ 
cil session today that if European 
nations decide to commit suicide 
by blundering into another war 
“ they 
may 
have 
to commit it 
alone.” 
His statement w'as made as he 
outlined to news correspondents the 
attitude of America in event the 
European army treaty is not rati- 
fied and Germany and France fail 
to settle their age-old rivalries. 
Thu declaration brought a gasp 
from 200 correspondents who had 
assembled for the first full dress 
news conference on the first day 
of the session. 
Wants Unity 
He said it was the aim of the 
European Defense Community to 
bring Germany and France togeth­ 
er and to prevent further fighting. 
Failure to ratify the treaty, he 
said, will require America to make 
“ an agonizing reappraisal” of its 
jx>licies toward Europe. 
“ If the European nations decide 
to commit suicide,’’ he said, “they 
may have to commit it alone.” 
The warning from America was 
delivered to the news conference 
in a voice much stronger than that 
in which he had outlined the Amer­ 
ican position as given to the first 
NATO session today. 
He said it was the American 
policy to cooperate on an ‘‘inti­ 
mate and durable” basis with Eu­ 
rope, 
words which were quoted 
from President Eisenhower at Ber­ 
muda. But he warned that the Eu­ 
ropean defense treaty, under which 
France, Germany, and four other 
countries agree to pool their arm­ 
ies, must be ratified “ soon.” He 
avoided 
specifying 
any 
definite 
number of months. 
Dulles talked to newsmen a few 
minutes after making what was 
described as a major policy speech 
before a meeting of ministers of 
the 14 NATO nations 
Dulles said the United States is 
trying to cooperate with European 
policy and would do so as long as 
it remained “ sane and sensible.” 
Earlier. French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault told the ministers 
President Eisenhower’s plan for an 
atomic pool for peace would “di­ 
vert an immense material power 
from a deathly destruction toward 
the peaceful progress of mankind.”
